Strike Organizer Says the 
Girls Are Quitting to 
Better Conditions 
of Work 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.— “This is a 
struggle mainly to abolish the sweat­ 
shop system where human beings are 
literally sweated like slaves.” today 
said Josephine Casey, the strike or­ 
ganizer, who is in charge of the shirt 
waist workers' 
department of the 
great garment workers’ strike. 
“Our 
quarrel is not with 
those 
manufacturers who have complied 
with the fire safety 
and 
sanitary 
lawp, and who payTalr wages to their 
workers, and in other 
ways 
treat 
them with some consideration, We 
are sorry that these better class em­ 
ployers should have to suffer with 
their 
fellows 
through this strike, 
but there are not many of these. The 
great majority of workers labor day 
and night In horrible lofts, dark un­ 
ventilated and pregnant with disease. 
I have even been told by our girls 
of many places where both sexes have 
to make use of the same washroom. 
“The terrible lesson taught by the 
Triangle fire has not brought about 
much better conditions. 
I do not 
blame the factory inspectors. There 
are not enough of them to go around, 
and they simply cannot be present to 
see the violations of the fire and 
other safety laws occurring all the 
time. 
“The workers employed by the 
manufacturers against 
whom 
espe­ 
cially this strike has been brought 
are paid starvation wages. 
“ Many of these sweatshop proprie­ 
tors have tricks when the air is filled 
with discontent, of raising the wages 
of about one-fifth of their employes, 
usually the American girls and then, 
when they have 
these workers in 
good humor, they make up the loss 
by cutting the wages of the foreign 
girls.’*

Corporal John Smeets, who is 
in i 
command of the army recruiting eta-! 
ti00 in La Crosse. 
The new corps 
differs from other branches of the ' 
army in that the men enlisted in it I 
do not carry arms or accoutrements 
but enlist in the government service 
to perform the duties 
of various 
trades and professions. 
A man may 
become a member of the Quarter- ! 
masters Corps to be employed at any- ' 
thing from electrical engineering to 
horse shoeing and the pay averages 
8f least as high as he could make at 
thlg work outside of the army. 
He 
is promoted as he demonstrates his 
ability. 
$3.0O0,4HM> Annual Pensions 
Another statement 
of 
interest 
made by Corporal Smeets is that the 
government pays out more than $3.- 
000,000 annually to army officers on 
the retired list and some of these re­ 
tired officers are no more than thir­ 
ty-eight years of age. 
Under the ar­ 
my law which was discontinued last 
November a soldier was allowed dou­ 
ble time for foreign service and 
a 
man enlisting at the age of eighteen 
often reached the 
retiring 
a g e at 
thirty-eight by means of his foreign 
service and was retired at full pay. 
This rule was discontinued last year 
because the government lost the ser­ 
vice of many men at just the 
a g e 
they had reached the height of effic­ 
iency. 
The new 
Quartermasters 
Corps 
and the retirement pension list 
is 
explained by Corporal Smeets more 
in detail as follows: 
The army quartermaster depart­ 
ment, subsistence 
department 
and 
pay department, have since Nov. I. 
1912, reorganized into one branch of 
the service, designated “The Quarter­ 
master Corps.” 
Prior to the reor­ 
ganization the duties of the 
three 
former departments were performed 
by civilians and some soldiers per- 
torming extra duty, as approved un­ 
der the army appropriation act Aug. 
II4, ISIL* and to take effect Nov. I, 
1912. 
The new organization "The 
Quartermaster Corps” will consist of 
enlisted men only. 
They perform 
the duties 
pertaining to the corps 
only. 
The members of the quarter­ 
master corps have no military equip­ 
ments. arms. 
accoutrements. 
etc. 
They do not perform any military 
duties that soldiers 
of companies, 
troops, batteries and other organiza­ 
tions have to perform. The members 
of the quarter master 
corps receive 
the same pay and allowances as en­ 
listed men of corresponding grades 
in the signal corps, the same increase 
of pay for re-enlistments and 
the 
benefits of the retirement pay and al­ 
lowance* 
upon 
retiring 
from the 
corps for life. 
The quartermaster corps as allow­ 
ed by law is composed of 7.000 men. 
Their monthly salary varies accord­ 
ing the grades held 
by them from 
$99.00 per month down, they receive 
In addition to pay all the allowances 
that other soldiers receive in the ser­ 
vice, such as board, quarters, lodg­ 
ing, clothing, baths, hot and cold wa­ 
ter, medical attendance 
and medi­ 
cines, the use of literature in post 
libraries, the use of the gymnasium 
and bowling alleys, 
furloughs with 
full pay and commutation of rations, 
full pay while sick. 
Their duties and occupations are 
as 
follows:
